Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112/101 

Claims 6-8 continue to provide for the use of a material, but, since the claim does 
not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claims 6-8 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation 
of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results In an Improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
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35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

The amendment to claims 6-8 fails to obviate the rejection in this application. 
The claims still recite, for example, a process for the reduction of emissions, but no 
active steps in this process are set forth. Although they depend from claim 5, claim 5 
merely recites a nominal use of the composition (placing the catalyst in an FCC unit) 
that requires no further search or consideration. Claims 6-8, however, attempt to recite 
specific processes that have not been searched nor examined because no active 
process steps allowing for the planning of any search or examination are present in the 
claims. In the event that the claims are properly rewritten, they may be withdrawn from 
consideration as directed to a non-elected invention as applicant has already received 
two actions on the merits for the catalyst composition itself. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowable over the prior art of record.
